XI. Any Judge or Judges of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature, who shall consent to aid in the exe- 
cution of this Act, may exercise all the powers of 
a Judge appointed under this Act, and suits may 
be tried by him under this Act in like manner as 
if he were a Judge of the Court of Small Causes. 


XII. There shall be a Clerk for every Court 
holden under this Act, whom the Judges of the 
Court shall appoint, subject to the approval of the 
Governor in Council, and may remove, subject to 
the like approval : if necessary, additional Clerks 
may be appointed with the sanctivn of the Go- 
vernor in Council. 


XIV. The Clerk of cach Court shall issue all 
summonses, warrants, precepts and writs of exe- 
eution, and keep an account of all proceedings 
of the Court, and shall take charge of, and keep 
wn account of all Court fees, and fines payable 
or paid into Court, and of all monies paid into, 
and out of Court, and shal) enter an account of all 
such fees, fines, and monies in a book belanging 
tu the Court, to be kept by him for that purpose, 
and shall monthly, or at such other tines as shall 
be directed by the Governor in Council, submit 
his accounts to be audited or settled in such man- 
ner as the Governor in Council, from time to time, 
shall direct. 

XIV. The Judges of every such Court shall. 
from time to time, appoint a sufficient aumber of 
persons to be Bailiffs of the Court, not exceeding 
the number, from time to time, allowed by the 
Governor in Council, and may at their pleasure 
suspend or dismiss any Bailitf so appoiated. 

XV. The Bailiffs shall attend every sitting of 
the Court, for such time as shall be required by 
the Judges, and shall serve all the summonses and 
orders, and execute all the warrants, precepts, 
and writs, issued out of the Court; and shall, in 
the execution of their duties, conform to all such 
general rules as shall be, from time to time, made 
for regulating the proceedings of the Court. 

XVI. Every Clerk, or other Officer of any such 
Court, who shall, by himself or by any partner, or 
in any way, directly or indirectly be concerned 
or act as attorney, or vakeel, or be concerned in 
any trade or profession on his own account, or 
for any other person, shall forfeit aud pay the 
pum of Five [Tundred Rupees to any person 
who shall sue for the same in the Supreme Couit 
by action of debt or on the case. 

AVIT. The Clerk and Bailitts shall give secu- 
rity for such sum, and in such manner and form, 
as the Governor in Couneil, from time to time, 
shall order, for the due performance of their 
several offices, and for the due accounting for and 
pavment of all monies received by them under 
this Act, or which they may become liable to pay 
for any misbehaviour in their office. 


XVIII. There shall be payable in the Courts 
holden under this Act the fees set forth in the 
annexed Schedule beside the sum of two annas in 
the rupee on the amount of the sum claimed, 
which fees shall be paid over to an account to be 
termed the General Fund of the Court. 


XIX. The rateable fee or commission shall 
be paid by the plaintiff before the summons 
issues; the other fees on every proceeding shall 
be paid in the@first instance by the plaintiff or 
party on whose behalf such proceeding is to be 
had, on or before such proceeding ; if the plaintiff 
recovers a jess sum than he has demanded, the 
defendant shall not, in any cuse, be required to 
repay to him more than the fees and commigsion 
calculated upon the sum recovered. If the case 


is settled by agreement of the parties, before 
hearing, half the amount of the fees paid up to 
that time shall be returned to the parties }, 
whom they have been severally puid. The Judges 
of the said Court may at their discretion grant 
sunimons to poor plaintiffs without deposit, Or 
with a partial deposit of fees, and commission, 
aud also may remit costs wholly or partially to 
poor suitors. 


XX. The Governor in Council may, at any 
time, lessen the amount of the fees to be taken in 
the Couits holden under this Act in such manner» 
as to him shall seem fit, and may again increase 
such fees, so that the scale of fees given in this 
Act be not in any case surpassed. 

XXII. The Governor im Council, shall, from 
time to time, make such rales as to him shall 
scem meet for securing the balances, and other 
sums of money in the hands of any Officers of 
every Court holden under this Act, and for the 
due accounting for and appheation of all such 
balances and other sums of money. 

XXIL ‘The Courts shall sit daily, except on 
Sundays, Christmas-day, and Good Friday, and 
on Native or other Llolidays, which the Governor 
in Council shall direct the Court to observe; and 
cach of the Judges may sit apart from the others 
or with either of them, at the same time or at 
different times; and any one or two of the said 
Jndges so sitting apart shall have all the judicial 
authaiity, which is herein given to all the Judges. 


XXII. A Seal shall be made for every Court 
holden under this Act, under the direction of the 
Governor in Council, and all summonses and 
other process issuing out of the Court shall ve 
sealed or stamped with the seal of the Court 5 and 
every person, who shall forge the seal or any 
process of the Court, or who shall serve or enforce 
any such forged process, hnowing the same to be 
forged, or deliver or cause to be delivered to any 
person any paper falsely purporting to be a copy 
of any staumons, or other process of the said 
Court, knowing the same to be false, or who shall 
act or profess to act under any false colour 
or pretence of the process of the said Court, shall 
be guilty of felony. 


AAXTV. All suits, where the debt or damage 
claimed or value of the property in dispute 
is not more than Five Huudred Rupees, whe- 
ther on balance of account or otherwise, may be 
bronght ip the Court of Small Causes ; and all such 
suits brought inthe said Court shall be heard 
and determined ina aummyry way. Provided 
always, that the Court shall not have jurisdiction 
in auy matter concerning the revenue, or concerh- 
ing any Act ordered or done by the Governor, or 
Governor General, or any Member of the Council 
of India, or of any Presidency in his public capa- 
city, or done by any person by order of the Go- 
vernor General or Governor in Council, or con- 
cerning any Act ordered or done by any Judge or 
Judicial Officer in the execution of his office, or by 
any person in pursuance of any judgment or order 
of any Court, or any such Judge or Judicial Officer, 
or in any suit for libel or slander. 


XXV. On the application of any person de- 
sirous to bring a suit under this Act, the Clerk of 
the Court shall issue under the seal of the Court 
a summons, which shall be numbered, and sluall 
set forth the names of the plaintiff and deféndant, 
the cause of action with such particulate as shall 
be, from time to time, directed by the Rules of 
the Court, and the amount sued for, and shall 
be served on the defendant, so many days before 


the day on which the Court shall be holden at 
chien the cause is to be tried as shall be direct- 
cd by the rules for regulating the practice of the 
Court ; and delivery of such summons to the de- 
fondant, or in such other manner as shall be speci- 
zed in the rules of practice, shall be deemed good 
service ; and no misnomer or inaccurate descrip- 
tion of any person or place in any such summons 
chal] vitiate the same, if the person or place be 
therein described so as to be commonly known. 


XXVI. No misstatement of the cause of action 
in the summons issued under this Act, shall viti-

XXVIII. Any summons or other process of 
sy of the said Courts, service of which is needed 
mt of the district of the Court may be exhibited 
nany Court of Law, or before any Magistrate, 
ud shall be thereupon endorsed by the Magis- 
rite or Judge of such Court; and, when so 
udorsed, may be served in like manner as any 
nder or process from such Court. or Magistrate ; 
md such service shall be as valid as if the same 
iid been made by the Bailiff of the Court out of 
hich such summons or other process shall have 
mucd within the jurisdiction of the Court for 
vhieh he acts. 

AXIX. Service of any summons or other 
rocesa of the Court, which shall require to be 
erred out of the district of the Court, may be 
noved by affidavit, or solemn affirmation, pur- 
mtting to be sworn or made before any Judge or 
dagistrate 3 and, in every case of the unavoidable 
bsence of the Bailiff by whom any summons or 
ter process of the Court has been served, 
te service of such summons or other process 
wy be proved, if the Judges think fit, in 
he same manner as a summons served out of the 
strict of the Court. 


AXX, Any minor may prosecute a suit in any 
Ourt holden under this Act for any sum of 
ney not greater than Five Hundred Rupees, 
‘hich may be due to him for wages or piccework, 
‘for work as a servant, in the same manner as 
he were of full age.

Upon prrment of the debt or damage 
and costs tn full, the prisoner shall be entitled to 
be forthwith discharged. 


LXNVIL. If the debt or damage and costs are 
not paid, the imprisonment shall not extinguish 
the liability to pay the same; but all property 
then belonging to or afterwards acquired by the pri- 
soner shall be Hable to be taben in execution after 
his discharge from prison for satisfaction thereof, 
or of g0 much thereof as is nee paid. pre dudiag the 
diet money actually expended for, subsistence of 
the prisoner.

LNAVITL Whenever any defendant against 
whom judgment shall hive been given in the Court 
of Small Causcs, shall go before execution thereof 
out of the jurisdiction of the Court, the Judge of 
any zillah or town where he shall be found, upou 
receiving from the plaintiff, either in person or by 
vakecl, aneapplication in writing setting forth

bearing the seal of the Court. and) parporting to 
be sivned and certified asa trae copy by the Clerk 
af the Court. shall be admitted tn all Courts and 
places as evidence of such entries, and of the pro- 
ceeding referred to by such entry or entries, and 
of the regularity of such proceeding, without any 
further proof. 

LXXXT. The Clerk of every such Court shall, 
in the month of Afarch, in each year, make out a 
eorrect jist of all suis of money helonging to 
suitors in the Court, which shall have been paid 
into Court, and which shall have remained un- 
claimed for five years before the first day of the 
month of January then last past, specifying the 
yames of the parties for whom or on whose 
account the same were so paid into Court; and a 
copy of such list shall be put up and remain 
during Court hours in some conspicuous part of the 
Court house, and at all times in the Clerk’s Office ;

Every Clerk, Bailiff or other Officer 
employed in putting this Act or any of the powers 
thereof in execution, who sball wilfully and cor- 
ruptly exact, take or accept any fee or reward 
whatsoever, other than bis lawful salary, for any 
thing done or to be done by virtue of this Act, or 
on any account whatsoever, relative to putting 
this Act into execution, shall, upon proof thereof 
before the said Court, and in the case ofa Clerk, 
on confirmation of the finding of thy Court by the 
Governor in Council, be for ever incapable of sery- 
ing, or being employed under this Act in any 
office of profit or emolument, and shall also be 
liable for damages as @erein provided. 


LXXXVIIL. Ifanyclaimshallbe made to, or in 
respect of, any goods or chattels taken in execution 
under the process of any Court holden under this 
Act, or in respect of the proceeds or value thereof, 
by any person not being the party against whom 
such process has issued, the Clerk of the Court, 
upon application of the Ofiicer charged with the 
exccution of such process, as well before as after 
any action brought against such Officer, may issuc 
a summons calling before the said Court, as well 
the party issuing such process as the party making 
such claim, and thereupon any action, which shall 
have been brought in the Supreme Court in respect 
of such claim, shall be stayed. and any Jude of the 
Supreme Court on proof of the issue of sieh 
summons, and that the goods and chattels were 
so taken in execution, may order the parts bring- 
ing such action to pay the costs of all proceedings,

LNXNVH. The powers of Act No. VIE, 
1847, to regulate distresses for small rents in Cal- 
eutta, shall be extended to the recovery of all 
arrears of rentnotexceeding Five Hundred Rupees, 
and the Judges of every Court of Small Causes unde 
this Act shall beempowered to exercise within their 
several jurisdictions the extended powers of the 
said Act; and the said Act shall be construed as 
if instead of Calcutta and the Settlement of Fort

trespass by hint against the tenant or occupier

fession of the offender or otherwise, that he hath 
not withinthe jurisdiction of sach Justice or Ma- 
pistrate, sufficient goods and chattels, whereon 
to levy all such penalties, forfeitures, costs and 
charges, the Justice or Magistrate may, at his dis- 
cretion, without issuing any warrant of distress, 
commit the offender to the Common Guol or TLouse 
of Correction, for any time not exceeding three 
calendar months, unless such penalties, forfeitures 
and fines, and all reasonable charges attending 
the recovery thereof, shall be sooner: paid and 
satisfied. 


CV. The monies ‘rising trom any such 
penuties, forfeitures and fines as aforesaid when 
paid and levicd, shall, (if not by this Act directed 
to be otherwise applied.) be from time to time paid 
to the Clerk of the Court, and shall be applud in

CVI. In all cases in which by this Act any 
penalty or forfeiture ie made recoverable before

ferable without the consent of all the partners. 


11 The Governor of Bengal, o: Governor of Madras 
or Bombay it Council may grant to any persons desire 
mg to register the Company to which they belong, a 
tertificate that such Company is entitled to be 1¢gis- 
tered uader this Act. 

Hf. Every petition for such certificate shall be 
signed by seven partners of the said Company at least, 
and shall set forth the following particulars, that 1s to 
say ° 

‘wst.—The names and additions of all those who ae 
nt that time partners of the Company, and their usual 
places of residence. 

Second,—The style under which the Company 1s to 
tatty om its business.

In conformity with the orders of the Right Honor- 
able the Governor General, Post Masters are required 
to obtain payment fiom every person, who may tnke 
shelter in a Staging Bungalow, whether travelling at the 
Public expence or not. 

Officers commanding Troops, or other Gentlemen 
marching, who do not wish to enter a Bungalow, are 
requested not to pitch Tents in the enclosine, since by 
doing so, they may incommode occupants, or prevent 
Travellers from availing themselves of the building. 


Whoever declines to use a Bungalow, but causes the 
Servants to work fer him, or gets provisions cooked in 
the kitchen, must pay as if he occupied one of the 
rooms. 

The Bookkeeper is to be provided with two Books, 
he will send one of them with the amount of collections 
fur the month preceding on the first of every month, 
using the other at the Bungalow. 

This person, who must be able to write, is besides to 
keep a Journal of his own, noting the hour of every 
Traveller's arrival and departure, and the sum he pays, 
which the Post Master is to compure with the entries in 
the Book. 

In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two rooms, two dressing and two bathing 
rooms; one room, one dressing, aud one bathmg 100m 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-room 
to male Travellers. 

In Bungalows in which there is a centre common 
room, the private rooms will be allotted according to 
priority of arrival, one-half the accomodation being re- 
served, if necessary, for Ladies. Travellers arriving 
after all the private rooms are occupied will have the use 
ofthe conimon room and a bathing room. 

No person can claim shelter in a Staging Bungalow 
for more than 24 hours; after the expiration of that 
period, he is bound to remove, if called on to do su, by 
another Traveller. 


The Khidmutgar at exch Bungalow will cook any 
aad furnished by Travellers, but those who employ 
um to supply estables must submit to his terms. 


Travellers are expected to bring their own Table 
Linen, when they do not, the Nhidmutgar is directed 
to spread a Napkin about 2 feet square before cach per- 
son: the Naphin is not to be use a second time wntil 
it has been washed and ironed. The Post Master will 
punish the servants whenever he discovers that they 
tieglect to keep every thing in the Bungalow, and con- 
nected with it, perfectly clean. 

‘Whoever breaks or injures any thing will pay for the 
same. The Servants are immediately to report when 
an article becomes unserviceable, and get it replaced. 


Tatties are provided during the hot-winds, but an 
establishment to water them being entertained only 
when wanted ; the Traveller who choses to order it must 
defray the expence in addition to other charges. 


The buildings as such are kept in order by the Exe- 
cutive Officers, the Post Masters reporting to them 
whenever repairs are necessary.

Whereas it was enacted by Section TX., Regulation 
VIE, 1832, of the Bengal Code, that “ whenever im 
any enil suit the partics to such suit may be of 
diferent persuasions, when one party shall be of the 
Windoo and the other of the Mahommedan perstasion, 
or where one or more of the parties to the sur’ shall 
not be ether of the Mahommedan or Ifindoo persua 
sions, the Jaws of those rehgions shall not be permitted 
to operate to deprive such party or parties of any pro- 
purty to which, bat for the operation of such laws, they 
would have been entitled ;"’ and whereas it is expedient 
ty extend the principle of that enactment throughont 
the terntories subject to the Government of the Kast 
India Company, It is enacted as follows : 

1. So much of any law or usage now in force within 
the territories subject to the Government of the East 
Iudia Company, as inflicts on any person forfeiture of 
nghts or property, by reason of his or her renouncing, 
or having been escluded from the communion of any 
religion, shall cease to be enforced as Law in the Courts 
of the East India Company, and in the Courts establish- 
ed by Royal Charter within the said territories.

4n Act for abolishing exemption from the jurisdiction 
of the Eaat India Company's Criminal Courts. 


Whereas Her Majesty's British subjects, resident in 
the territories under the Gdvernment of the East India 
Company, withont the towns of Calcitia and Madras

and the town and Island of Bombay, are now, by law, 
exempt from the jurisdiction of the Criminal Courts, 
established by the East India Company in the snid ter- 
ritories, to which all other persons, whether natives or 
other inhabitants in the said territories, beyond the said 
towns and Island, are amenable; and whereas it is neces- 
sary for the due administration of justice that such 
exemption be abolished, It is enacted as follows : 


I. In every part of the territories under the Govern- 
ment of the East India Company, without the towns 
of Calcutta and Madras, and the town and Island of 
Bombay, all persons are henceforth amenable to the 
jurtsdiction of the Magistrates and Criminal Courts of 
the East India Company, aud may be apprehended, tried, 
and punished by them respectively, according to the 
Regulations and Acts now or hereafter to be in force, 
sav¢ only that no such Magistrate or Court shall have 
power under this Act to sentence to the punishment of 
death any of Wer Majesty’s natural-born subjects born 
in Lurope, or the children of such subjects. 


If very one of Wer Majesty’s natural-born sub- 
jeets born in Europe, and every child of such subjects, 
convicted before any such Criminal Court of any offence, 
which, according to any Regulation or Act, now or here- 
aftci to be in force, is punishable with death, shall be 
transported out of the territories under the Govern- 
ment of the Kast India Company, for life, or for such 
term as the Couit shall adjudge. 


iJ. The Judges and Magistrates of the Courts of 
the East India Company may, in any case in which it 
shall seein fit to them, with the approval of the Governor 
or Lieutenant Governor or Governor in Council of the 
Presidency or place, send any of Her Majesty’s natural- 
born subjects, born in Europe, or the child of any such 
subject, charged with any offence before them, to be 
tried before the Supreme Court of Judicature, instead of 
trying and punishing him uuder this Act. 


IV. Clause CV. of 53 George If1., Chapter 155, 
being so much of an Act of Parliament, passed in the 
filty-thid year of the 1eign of King George the Third, 
fur the better administration of justice within the British 
territortes 11 Lidia, as relates to assaults, forcible entries, 
or other mjuries accompanied with force, which may be 
committed by British subjects, at a distance from 
the place where the Courts are established by Royal 
Charter, 1s repealed. 


V. Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to take 
away the jurisdiction of the several Courts established 
by Royal Charter in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, for 
the trial and punishment of treasons, felomes and mis- 
demeanours, and for the due administration of criminal 
justice, according to the tenour of the said several 
Charters; so nevertheless that no person shall be liable 
to be punished twice for the same offence. 

Vi. ‘Lhe word Magistrate, as used in this Act, shall 
be understood to mean every Officer, however styled, 
who has authority to exercise all or any of the powers 
of a Magistrate.

An Act for Trial by Jury. 

Whereas the laws in force for trial by jury in certain 
cases require to be amended, and made the  saine 
throughout British India, It is enavied as follows: 

I, Regulation X., 1827, of the Madras Code, 
Sections IV. V. VI., of Regulation VI., 1832, of the 
Bengal Code, an@ Section XXXII. of Act VIL, 1843, 
are repealed ; but this repeal shall not affect the validity 
of any proceedings taken in any Court under the re- 
pealed Sections before the arrival of a copy of this Act 
at the Sudder station, where such Court is held, or any 
proceedings which may be then depending before such 
Court. 

Il. Every person who, at the time of his committal 
for trial before a Sessions Judge, claims to be tried by a 
jury, shall be entitled to be tried under this Act. 

I}, All persons of reputed intelligence, respectahi- 
lity and consideration, between the ages of twenty-five 
and fifty years, are qualified to serve on juries. 

IV. All qualified persons are hable to serve on 
juries, unless included in any of the classes following, 
that is to say, 

First.—Judges, magistrates, and other judicial offi- 
cers, law officers, vakeels, officers and servants of the 
Courts of justice. 

Second.—Commissioners, collectors, deputy collec- 
tors, and other persons in the revenue service. 

Third.— Post masters, and persons in the service of 
the post office. 

Fourth.-—Officers and others in the Malitary Seisice 
of Her Majesty or the Kast India Company. 

Fifth.—Surgeons and others, who openly and con- 
stantly practise in the profession of physic. 

Sixth.—Chaplains, priests, and others employed in 
religious offices. 

Seventh.—Principals, professors aud teachers of any 
Government college or school. 

Ewght.—Ascetics, and other persons, who, by habit or 
religious vows, have relinquished all care of worldly 
affairs. . 

Ninth.—~Persons disabled by permanent diseases, 
whioh confine them to their homes. 

Tenth.—-Pexsons specially exempt by any order of 
Goverament, 

V. The collector in each district shall make out 
yearly, under the direction of the commissioner, a list of 
the names and the dwelling places of all persons within 
‘bis district qualified and liable to serve on juries, whose 
wsual dwelling place is not more than ( ) miles from

VIII. All persons liable to serve on juries, who shal} 
refuse, or without lawful excuse, to be alowed/ by the 
judge, neglect to attend when summoned, or who, when 
attending, shall refuse to try the prisoners whom they 
are charged to try, shall be liable to such reasonable 
fine as the judge, having regard to their rank and means 
of paying the fine, shall set on them for their contempt 
of Court: all such fines shall be subject to review on 
summary appeal to the Nizamut or Foujdaree Adawlut. 


IX. Whenever any jury trial is to be had, five per. 
sons shall be chosen by lot at the time of holding the 
sessions, from those who attend on their summons: jn 
default of a sufficient number, the judge shall make up 
the jury from the persons present in Court, or whom 
he shall cause to be summoned for the purpose. 


X, Either the prosecator or the prisoner may object 
to any of the persons chogen to be of the jury, stating 
the ground of his objection : if itis allowed by the Judge, 
the juryman objected to shall be set aside for that 
trial and another chosen in his stead. The place of 
hirth, descent, or creed of apy juryman shall not be 
lawful ground of challenge. If not objected to, the 
same jury may try as many prisoners successively as to 
the Judge seems expedient. 

XI. Qne of the jury shall be appointed by the 
Judge to act as their foreman. 

XII. All the evidence for and against the prisoner 
shall be taken am the presence and hearing of the 
ywiy, who shall also be entitled to suggest questions 
to the witnesses, which, if proper to be put, shall be 
put under the direction of the Judge. At the end of 
the trial the Judge shall eaplain the evidence to the 
jury, and thereon the foreman shall declare, for the 
verdict of the jury, whether in their opinion, or in the 
opinion of a majority of them, the prisoner is guilty or 
nol guilty. 

XIII, As soon as the verdict is given, the Judge 
shall declare his approval or disapproval of it. If the 
Judge approves of a verdict of not guilty, the prisoner shall 
be discharged : if the jadgo approves of a verdict of guilty, 
he shall proceed to pass sentence on the prisoner, or 
send the proceedings for final sentence to the Nizamut 
or Foujdaree Adawlut, as the case may be, according 
to law; and the jury shall have no voice in deciding 
on the amount of punishment to be awarded : ifthe 
Judge disapproves of the verdict, he shall tefer the case 
with his observations to the Nizamut or : Fonjdaree 
Adawlut. In the last mentioned case the jury also 
shall be empowered to record, under the hand of their 
foreman, the reasons for their verdict, which se Judge 
shall send with the other records of the trial. « : 

XIV. An appeal shall lie to the Nisamut or Fouj- 
daree Adawlut agninst the decision of the Judge in not 
setting aside ajuryman objected to: if on, such appe#!

The number of persons attached to cach 
building is determined by the locality, and greater or 
lesser resort of Travellers to 1t. 


The most trustworthy Servant at each Bungalow is to 
have charge of a Buok with Colamns 1n it, of which the 
heading indicates where ‘Travellers are to write dow the 
sums which they pay, and the dates of their arrival and 
departure.

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2. Every European Traveller and every Traveller by 
Dak, whether a Native or European, can claim shelter 
for 24 hours in a Staging Bungalow on paying a Fee of 
One Rupee. Two Rupees become due for twenty-five, 
three Rupees for forty-nine hours’ occupancy, and so on. 
No charge will be made for Children under 14 years of 
age. 

In conformity with the orders of the Right Honor- 
able the Governor General, Post Masters are required 
to obtain payment from every person, who may take 
shelter in a Staging Buagalow, whether travelling at the 
Public expence or not. 

Officers commanding Troops, or other Gentlemen 
marching, who do net wish to enter a Bungalow, are 
requested not to pitch Tents in the enclosure, siqce by 
doing ‘60, they may’ inebriithodd occupiints, or prevent 
Travellers from availing themselves of the building. 
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Whoever declines to use a Bungalow, but causes the 
Servants to work for him, or gets provisions cooked in 
the kitchen, must pay as if he occupied one of the 
rooms. 


The Bookkeeper is to be provided with two Books, 
he qill send one of them with the amount of collections 
for the month preceding on the first of every month, 
using the other at the Bungalow, 


This person, who must be able to writc, is besides to 
keep a Journal of his own, noting the hour of every 
Traveller's arrival and departure, and the sum he pays, 
which the Post Master is to compare with the entries in 
the Book. 


In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two room’, two dressing and two bathing 
rooms; one room, one dressing, aud one bathing room 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-rooin 
to male Travellers. 

In Bungalows in which there is a centre common 
rovm, the private rooms will be allotted according to 
priority of arrival, one-half the accomodation being re- 
served, if necessary, for Ladies. Travellers arnving 
after all the private rooms are occupied will have the use 
of the common room anda bathing room, 

No person can claim shelter in a Staging Bungalow 
for more than 24 hours, after the eaptration of that 
period, he is bound to remove, if called on to do 30, by 
another Traveller. 


The Khidmutgar at each Bungalow will cook any 
provision furnished by Travellers, but those who employ 
bim to supply estables must submit to his terms. 

Travellers are expected to brmg their own Table 
Linen, when they do not, the Khidmutgar Is directed 
to spread a Napkin about 2 feet square before each per- 
yon: the Napkin is not to be used a second time until 
it has been washed and iryned. The Post Master will 
punish the servants whenever he discovers that they 
neglect to keep every thing in the Bungalow, and con- 
_ nected with it, perfectly clean. 

Whoever breaks or injures any thing will pay for the 
same. The Servants are immediately to report when 
an article becomes unserviceable, and get it replaced. 


Tatties are provided during the hot-winds, but an 
establishment to water them being entertamed only 
when wanted; the Traveller who choses to order it must 
defray the expence in addition to other charges. 

The buildings as such are kept in order by the Exe- 
cutive Officers, the Post Masters reporting to them 
whenever repairs are necessary.

1. The Establishment Furniture and management 
of Staging Bungalows are generally under the Post Mas- 
ters, who reside nearest them, 


Those on the Grand Trunk Road, and not at a Post 
Office Station, are under the Executive Officers of the 
Division. ‘Che number of persons attached to each 
building is determined by the locality, and greater oF 
lesser resort of Travellers to it. 


The most trustworthy Servant at each Bungalow és to 
have charge of a Book with Columns in it, of whieh the 
heading indicates where Travellers are to write down the

sums which they pay, and the dates of their arrival and 
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9, Every Enropean Traveller and every Traveller by 
Dik, whether a Native or European, ean ela shelter 
for 21 houra in a Staging Bungalow on paying a Fee of 
One Rupee. Two Rupees become due for twenty five, 
three Rupees for forty vine hours’ ocenpanes, and so on 
No charge will be made for Chudren under 11 scars of 
age. 

In conformity with the orders of the Right Tonor- 
able the Governor General, Post Masters are required 
to obtain pavinent from every person, who mav take 
shelter ina Staging Bungalow, whether travelling at the 
Pabhe expence or not, 

Officers commanding Troops, or other Gentlemen 
muching, who da not wish to enter a Bungaiow, are 
requested not to piteh ‘Peats in the enclosure, smee by 
dung so. they mav incommode oceupants, or prevent 
Tiavellers fram avinling themselves of the building. 


Whoever declines to use a Buneanlow, bot eases the 
Servants to work for him, or gets provisions cooked im 
the kitchen, must pay as tf he oceupicd one of the 
rooms, 

The Bookkeeper is to be provided with two Books, 
he will send one of them with the amount of collections 
for the month preeedivgy on the first of every month, 
using the other at the Bungalow, 


This person, who must be able to write, is besiles to 
keep a Journal of his own, notmg the hour of every 
Traveller's arrival and departnie, and the sum) he pars, 
which the Post Master 1 te compare with the entries im 


the Book. 


In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two rooms, two dressing and two bathing 
roomag one room, one hressmg, anc one bathe reo 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-rooin 
to male Travellers. 


In Bungalows in which there is a centre common 
room, the private rooms will be allotted according to 
prioity of arival, one-half the accomodation being 1e- 
served, if necessary, for Ladies, Travellers atriving 
after all the private rooms are ocenpicd will have the use 
of the common room and a bathing room, 


No person can claim shelter ina Staging Bunegslow 
for more thar 24 hours; after the expiration of that 
period, he is honed to remove, if called on to du so, by 
another Traveller. 


The Khidmutgar at each Bungalow will cook any 
oe furnished by ‘Travellers, but those who employ 
lim to supply estables must submit to his terms, 


Travellers are expected to bring their own Table 
Linen, when they dv not, the Khidimnntgar is directed 
to spread a Napkin about 2 feet square before each pei- 
son: the Napkin is not to be used a second time until 
it has been washed and ironed. The Post Master will 
punish the servants whenever he discovers thut they 
heglect to keep every thing in the Bungalow, and con- 
nected with it, perfectly clean. 


Whoever trenks or injures any thing will pay for the 
same. The Servants are immediately to report when 
éa article becomes unse:viecable, and get it replaced,
